CHICAGO ON FIRE! 


Another Big Conflagration in the 


Windy Olty. 


TWOHUMDREDBDILDIHGSDESTROTED, 


And Five Thousand Persons Rendered 


Homclafts and Rushing Hither and 


Thither Panic Stricken and Dis- 


traught--A Reminder of 1871. 


CHICAGO, Aug 35.—A fire which, in 


the extent of territory it covered,-r-iv= 
als Chicago's historic conflagration, be- 


n in that part of the city, known as 


South Chicago, about 4 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. The 50,000 people com- 
prising the inhabitants of the town 
were precipitated into a panic second 
only in this city to that which charac 
terlzed the conflagration of 1871. The 
~oss is estimated at $250,000, and nearly 
'00 people are rendered homeless. 


The fire started in a three-story brick 


building at the corner at Ninety-first 
and Superior avenue, and within two 
hours had consumed thirty buildings 
and five blocks of the greatest indus- 
trial suburb of Chicago. Among the 
flrst buildings to fall was tho First 
Methodist church at the corner of 
Ninety-first and Superior avenue, and 
the German Luthern church on the op- 
posite corner. 


Hardly had these more pretentious 


structures been leveled to the ground 
than the flre was detected blazing in a 
dozen places further east. After supe- 
rior avenue the flames reached and 
crossed Ontario avenue, Buffalo ave- 
nue, Mackinaw avenue and Green Hay 
avenue to the lake 
The local flre de- 


partment was powerless to check the 
progress of the fire, and when engines 
ind fire tugs were sent from this city 
iheir efforts were directed to having 
,he immense lumber yards lying within 
B few blocks of the fire. The district 
between Superior avenue and the lake 
was filled with frame structures that 
burned rapidly as the strong wind car- 
ried clouds of smoke laden with sparks 
and embers in all directions. 


The 
steeples of the two 
large 


churches had hardly toppled over be- 
'ore the whole area of five blocks was 
'ull of small fires As the pine struc- 
tures in which lived the working men 
employed in the large bteel mills, and 
n which the smaller merchants of the 
>laee made their homes, were leveled 
n the roaring furnace, those whose 
lomes had not yet fallen fled with 
.heir families and household chatties 


the 
other 
portion of the city. 


Streets were blockaded with wagons 
lontaining the eftets of frightened and 
loeing residents, and women and men, 
.ppaled l>y the calamity, fled in every 
Lirection. 


before tho Rcores of engines had 


made tho least appreciable effect upon 
he flames, the immense docks of the 
Sunday Creek Coal Co. at Harbor ave- 
nue and the river were burning. Over 
a hundred thousand tons of coal were 
tored in the immense bins belonging 
a thin compuny -whleH extended 500 
eet along the river front. 


At the some moment the A. E. Beck 


umber yards on the dock frontcand al- 
most as elaborate, were found to be 
>urning. When the flre began in the 
loal yards every engine that could be 
pared, and the powerful steamer Yo- 
emite, as soon as it reached the har- 
.»or, 'wafa brought to fight the conflag- 
•ation. 


The house at Superior avenue and 
Ninety-first street, in which the flre 
began, was owned by William Gillis 
and occupied by him as a residence. 
Those who saw the spread of the flre 
say that from the three-story frame 
structure it sprung to a cottage adjoiu- 
ng on the west. Brands falling upon 
i building at the corner of Buffalo 
avenue and Ninety-first street, one 
square further west soon started a 


iu which spread north and south on 


Buffalo avenue 
Continuing from the 


enter of the lire, at Gillis' lioust1, four 
wo-story frame houses on the noith 
ide of Ninety-fli.st street were soon 
wept away. 
The Oames sprang across Ninety- 
,rst street to the north side, where 
hree frame structures quickly disap- 
peared before the sweep of the flames. 
'Outh on Superior avenue the two-story 
rame house of Squire Mayocaught lire 
rom the current of hot air and sparks, 
,nd, this structure ablaze, the increas- 
ng volume of flame leaped across Su- 
perior avenue to the west side, where 
n three-story tenement house was soon 
wrapped in the smoke that preceded 
vhat was now growing to be a tornado 
f flre. 
A dozen houses in the vicinity of Su- 


terior avenue and Ninety-first street 
lad now been swept away in the gust 
f the fire's whirwiud; the early fright 
rf the people began to give way to the 
ianic whioh in another hour precipi- 
,ated a flying army toward the other 
iortions of the city. 
North of Ninety-first street on Supo- 
ior avenue, the early stages of the flre 
'urnod five one and one-half story 
rame cottages belonging to John 
iason. 
Just east of Superior avenue, on the 
lorth side of Ninety-first street, was 
he residence of 
John Harrington, 
{ 
which soon melted away, and it was 
hen that the fire jumped into the 
outheast corner of Superior avenue 
and Ninety-first street, and the Ger- 
man Lutheran church was marked by 
he long tongues of flame. There was 
no hope of saving the church, which, 
.Ithough of wood, was the worshiping 
>lace of many South Chicago people 
,nd a pretentious structure. 
Following the 
German 
Lutheran 


church and the school attached to it, 
he Methodist church on tho northeast 
corner of Superior 
and 
Forty-first 


itreet was. next engulfed in the blaze. 
Fanned by a stiff gale from the east, 
,nd afforded much headway by the 
aek of protective meana. the flre did 
disastrous work. Over 200 dwellings 
and buildings were laid low, rendering 
i,000 people homeless, aggregating tha 


total loss far into the hundreds o 
thousands of dollars. 


Prom a smouldering bonfire the 


blaze spread with such rapidity tha 
families had barely time enough in 
some instances to escape with their 
lives. Cottages were swept away anr. 
their owners and occupants were no 
able even to save their household ef 
fcets. 


About 4 o'clock in the afternoon ac- 


cording to the statement made by those 
who claim to be in possession of the 
facts, two boys were playing in the 
yard back of William Gillis' house on 
the north side of Ninety-first, between 
Ontario and Superior avenues. Thei 
had been baking potatoes and tired of 
the sport, left the dying embers to re1 
sume their play in another part of the 
yard. They did not sec that the live 
coals were blown in several directions 
by the wind that swept lakewart 
and

A piece of blazing 


wood was blown near the high boart 
fence bounding the yard on the west 
and soon yellow blames were curling 
up in dangerous proximity to Mr. 
Gillis' barn. A section of the fence 
four feet long was burned away am 
the corner of the barn had been ig 
nited 
Rupidly and unknown to any- 


one on the premises the flre crept up 
into the loft, where were stored two 
tons of hay, and once having securer 
a start here there was little chance o1 
stopping it.

The boat ran ashore at the foot of 


Seventh avenue, anrl although within 
twenty feet of the board walk the 
waves were high, and it was impossi- 
ble for them to reac n the shore. The 
waves knocked the boat on its beam 
end and the men clung to the rigging 
and bulwarks.

MARINE" FIREMEN. 


Tkey Require »n AooomU Snowtodo* of 


Their Business. 


A pretty widespread opinion obtains 


that a fireman la an unskilled laborer, 
that any one possessing bodily strength 
and a good constitution is qualified for 
the post. Thia, however, is a great 
mistake. There are firemen and fire- 
men. A good man will consume lew 
tnel, and yet produce a greater press- 
lire of steam, than a hand who fondly 
Imagines that piling on fuel isthene 
plus ultra of stoking up. .Coals that 
cake together require to be "pricked." 
Some furnaces in which the tabes re- 
quire a vast surface of heating power 
necessitate the creation of as much flajnu 
as possible. 


A dp-nio" man when engaged in 


cleaning out a furnace will rake ont the 
refuse and at the f»me tune allow tho 
fire to die down. Then, when the fur- 
nace door is opened In order to pile on 
fresh fnel, the cold air is admitted, and 
the internal mechanism of the furnace, 
that a few minutes previously waa 
played upon by gases heated to upward 
two thousand degrees Fahrenheit, In 
now subjected to a draught whose tem- 
perature is but fifty or sixty degrees 
Fahrenheit The strain caused by such 
a thermometrlc range is of the greatest, 
and a man who knows his business will 
always avoid it by cleaning out his fur- 
nace without suffering the fire to din 
down any further than is necessary.-*
